What Is nbslntb' It 13 prepared by 


pouudiuy the h'a\ es uud flowering topa 
of \urlous species ot wormwood, stai 
anise root, swectfi.ig root, leaves o( 
dittany and other aromatic plants, mid 
steeping tbem In alcohol. After cigbl 
or teii days tbe mixture Is distilled, 
and-oil of aulsced or some similar es- 
sential oil Is ndded. Tbls is tbc method 
of producing the genuine nbslntb, but 
It varies usually In tbe direction ol 
cheapening production and Increasing 
profits. 
Poisonous wood alcohol -Is 


used for macerating the vegetable In 
gredlents, ami Inferior and often hi 
jurlous herBs are employed. These do 
not always produce the much desired 
greenish opalescence, and turmeric, In- 
dlgo, sulphate of copper and other col- 
oring matters are employed. The con- 
sequences of regularly drinking even 
carefully prepared absinth are In th« 
end ruinous to mind and body. The 
main difference between the various 
qualities of the liquor is the rapidity 
with which deleterious effects are pro 
dncod.'A man can go on drinking the 
better qualities a little longer before 
he becomes a mental and physical 
wreck; that Is nil. And, whether cue 
drluks to excess or only takes n reg- 
ular dally dose, the end Is the some. 
The sequence of events and their du- 
ration only are different. lu the fli-st 
case the large doses of the liquor nec- 
essary to produce any effect speedily 
render the victim unable to eat food. 
He la tortured by an unquenchable 
thirst. Hallucinations speedily follow, 
and the grave or tbe madhouse Is the 
Inevitable end. 
The absinth tippler 


goes to ruin down an easier elope. His 
earliest symptoms are loss of weight 
and strength, followed by-the develop 
ment of muscular twttchlngs and a 
tottering gait, somewhat similar to 
that of locemotor ataxla. Then hallu- 
cinations set In, accompanied by grad- 
ually spreading paralysis, whlch^ende 
In death. If a person Is a regular daily 
drinker of absinth, whether he drinks 
to excess or only tipples moderately 
ruin of the nervous system, followed 
by madness or death, Is absolutely cer- 
tain.— Exchange.

Capitol Scandal U Yet to Come, and 
That Nothing Can Prevent It—Other 
Live Items From Harrlsburg. 
Harrlsburg, Fa,, 
April 
1.—It has 


been ascertained that the strongest 
kind ot pressure has been brought to 
bear upon the members of the capitol 
Investigation commission by Interested 
contractors and others, who reaped a 
golden harvest from the erection and 
equipment of the new state house, to 
Induce the investigators to drop the In- 
quiry, or at least make only a pretense 
of investigating. 


It Is also a satisfaction to know that 


they made not the slightest Impression 
upon the probers. 
Tho Inquiry will 


go on, and there Is nothing to pre- 
vent the stirring up of a scandal, the 
like of which has never been known In 
this commonwealth. The Investigators 
have gone far enough to realize that. 
It Is believed that the worst phase of 
the situation U yet to be developed. 


Experts In building, architecture, 


decorating and contracting ot various 
kinda have been employed by the In- 
vestigating commission, and already 
five rooms in the capitol building are 
in use by these people and their as- 
sistants, and they are a busy lot. 


gome of the experts have discovered 


that there was fraud of the worst char- 
acter In many departments of the capi- 
tol that had not even been dreamed oi 
before. _Thts will be shown In dua 
time, and it Is altogether likely that 
the contractors who grew fat at the 
expense ot the state in this way will 
be compelled to forfeit much of the 
money. 


One of these experts, who waa here 


the other day, and who was an unsuc- 
cessful bidder on the furniture, was 
asked by one of th« Investigators what 
his firm would be able to furnish a 
certain mahogany 
desk 
for by the 


quantity. 


"About $75 each for a good-sized or- 


der," was the reply." 


"Well, would It surprise you If 1 


were to tell you that desk cost the 
state $435'" 


The expert couldn't find breath to 


answer the question But this is only 
one item. However, it indicates very 
well the general trend of things In 
connection with the capitol erection 
As a rule, the John H. Sanderson Com- 
pany, of Philadelphia, who furnished 
most at the 
so-called "trimmings," 


made about 400 per cent, on their work. 


The much-discussed English inter- 


locking parquetry flooring, which -cost 
the state something like 90 cents per 
square foot, may not have been the 
genuine interlocking flooring at all, 
and the probability is that the gov- 
ernment will have to relay tbe floor- 
Ing for the entire building in course 
of time, as the blocks already are be- 
coming loosened, and will warp and 
make a very rough floor !n time. Even 
If it were the genuine English inter- 
locking parquetry flooring, the state 
paid about twice as much for It aa It 
should have done.

In townships of the 
first class the appointment of shad«_ 
tree commissioners are to be made by 
the township commissioners, in bor- 
oughs by the chief burgess and in cit- 
ies by the roavor It is provided that 
in cities where a commission exists 
for the care of public parks, the term 
and appointment of such commission 
shall not be changed. 


The cost of planting, transplanting 


or removing any trees In any highway, 
and of suitable guards for their pro- 
tection and of removing or replacing of 
curbing or sidewalks when necessarily 
disturbed by the doing of such work 
' shall be borne by tbe owner of th« real 
estate in front of which such trees are 
planted The cost of caring for said 
trees, after having been planted, Is to_ 
be met by a general tax not to exceed 
one-tenlh of a mill.
